Ill  October,  ll)()(i.  the  junior  antlior  oT  lliis  woik  had  a  i)aiii[)lilet 
jti-iiited  oil  another  hraiu-h  of  tliis  laniilv.  Tlie  object  in  gettinj;-  out 
this  panijihlet.  whidi  is  siinihir  in  scoi)e,  is  to  j;ive  those  interested 
an  early  oi»i»orl  unity  of  usinji  such  information  as  lias  been  oli- 
laiiied.  At  a  future  date  it  is  liojied  tliat  the  two  jiublications  may 
be  condiined.  ab)uji'  witli  information  still  to  be  obtaincMl,  and  i)rinted 
and  bound  in  a  manner  which  may  be  more  suitable  and  lasting'. 
With  the  names  of  the  allied  families  i)resented  in  the  title,  we  have 
only  mentioned  female  members  of  the  Dobyns  family  who  have  be- 
come allied  into  other  families  by  marriaoe.  Inasmuch  as  the 
••iH^iter  jiortion  of  this  history  is  given  to  the  descendants  of  James 
Dobyns  and  Sarah  (\)o]ter,  sistei*  to  the  great  grandfather  of  one 
of  the  authors,  it  was  also  thought  a<lvisable  to  incorporate  her 
name  in  the  title.  The  history  begins  with  the  first  Dobyns  who 
emigrated  to  America.  A  ])am|)hlet  has  already  been  printed  giv- 
ing the  history  of  the  descendants  of  Jacob  Cooper,  brother  of  Sarah 
Cooper  Dobyns  and  great  grandfather  of  the  joint  author,  W.  F. 
( 'ooper. 

In  presenting  this  information,  we  have  followed  a  chronological 
order  for  the  members  of  each  family,  with  the  direct  descendants 
of  each  jjerson  down  to  the  ])resent  as  far  as  ])Ossible.  This  ar- 
rangement is  facilitated  by  reference  numbers  and  back  references, 
as  will  be  observed  in  the  text.  We  trust  that  it  will  serve  the  pur- 
pose quite  sufficiently.

Commissioned  sec- 
ond lieutenant,  Feb.  9,  1770 ;  promoted  lieutenant  ( jiresumably  first 
lieutenant),  Aug.  7,  1770,  and  was  killed  Sept.  11,  1777,  at  the 
battle  of  Brandywine.  The  maiden  name  of  the  mother  of  Sarah 
Cooper  was  Sarah  Reed,  daughter  of  Wni.  Reed,  a  Virginia  colonial 
soldier.  She  also  had  two  brothers,  Robert  who  moved  to  Tennessee, 
and  Jacob  Coo]ier,  great  grandfather  of  the  joint  author  of  this 
work,  who  resided  in  Kentucky  and  Indiana.

James 
Dol)vns  was  either  a  Whig  or  Jeffersonian  in  politics  and  a  Baptist. 
He  was  High  Sheriff  of  Fleming  Co.,  Ky.  According  to  Mr.  C  N. 
Dobyns  of  Corning.  AIo.,  he  assisted  in  the  killing  of  Chief  Tecum- 
seh  at  the  Battle  of  Thames  in  the  second  war  with  Creat  Britain.

BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH. 

The  object  of  this  sketch  was  born  in  Washington,  Mason  county, 
Ky.,  ^larch  2T,  1801,  where  he  resided  only  a  few  yeai-s,  his  }»arents 
removing  to  the  adjoining  county  (Fleming),  in  which  the  days  of 
his  early  youth  were  spent,,  enjoying  only  the  limited  educational 
advantages  of  that  day.  His  grandfather,  Edward  Dobyns,  was  of 
English  descent,  and  came  to  America  long  before  the  Revolution, 
seltliiig  ill  Culpeper  county,  \'irgiiiia.  While  Kentucky  was  a  part 
of  A'irginia  he  removed  to  that  })ortioii  which  is  now  Mason  county. 
Edward  Dobyns  raised  a  family  of  twelve  children,  one  of  whom 
was  James  Dobyns,  the  father  of  Maj.  Edward  Dobyns.  James 
Dobvns  possessed  a  fine  intellect,  well  educated,  and  held  ofHcial 
and  personal  inteicourse  \\  itii  I  he  Marshals.  Lees,  Coburns  and  (Jra- 


hams,  at  that  time  residents  of  that  ]>ortion  of  Kentucky.  Under 
the  old  constitution  of  that  state  he  held  the  office  of  hi«j,h  sheriff 
of  his  comity.  He  was  schooled  in  the  principles  of  Mr.  Jefferson, 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  ])olitical  questions  that  agitated 
Kentucky  in  the  formation  of  her  first  constitution  and  applica- 
tion to  congress  for  her  admission  as  a  state  into  the  Uni(ui,  it  being 
the  first  state  admitted  after  the  adojttion  of  the  federal  constitu- 
tion. The  mother  of  Maj.  Dobyns  was  a  daughter  of  Lieutenant 
Apollos  Coo]ier,  who  fell  at  the  head  of  his  company  in  the  battle 
of  Brandywine.  After  his  death  she  was  taken,  raised  and  edu- 
cated by  her  grandfather,  (?ol.  William  Reed,  who  at  an  early  day 
emigrated  to  Kentucky.  His  father,  James  Dobyns,  and  Sarah 
Cooper,  were  married  in  Washington,  Mason  county,  Ky.,  in  the 
year  1704.  and  raised  seven  sons  ai.d  six  daughters,  of  whom  three 
sons  and  two  daughters  are  now  living. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  married  to  iliss  Anna  Wise  in 
May,  1822,  of  Mason  county,  Kentucky,  a  lady  of  most  excellent 
judgment  and  Christian  character.  She  greatly  aided  her  husband 
in  his  earlier  struggles  in  advancing  his  fortunes  and  acquiring  the 
wealth  he  succeeded  in  obtaining.  ]Mrs.  Dobyns  was  a  consistent 
member  of  the  Baptist  church,  now  called  the  "Second  Baptist 
church.''  of  St.  Louis,  and  during  the  years  she  was  connected  with 
it  she  Avas  ever  ready  to  engage  in  whatever  tended  to  advance  its 
best  interests. 

A    BRIGHT    EXAMPLE. 

She  was  a  devoted  Avife  and  mother,  and  in  all  the  relations  of 
life  an  excellent  example.  She  died  at  the  age  of  50  years,  in  full 
faith  of  gaining  the  rest  that  awaits  the  righteous.  Her  last  Avords 
were  "All  is  Avell."  Maj.  Dobyns  removed  Avitli  his  family  to  St. 
Louis  in  the  fall  of  1825,  the  city  having  then  a  population  of  about 
.'>,()00  inhabitants.  Here  he  resided  about  forty  years,  during  Avhicli 
time  he  held  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust.  For  many  years 
he  Avas  a  member  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  Avas  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  streets  and  alleys,  diu-ing  Avhich  time,  in  connection 
Avith  Col.  Reno  Paul,  city  engineer,  Avas  consti^ucted  the  Avharf  in 
front  of  the  city.  The  old  Si)anisli  grant  of  lots  along  the  river 
front  called  for  the  Avater's  edge — less  a  "toAving  path"  a  public 
highway  given  by  the  Spanish  government  in  all  their  rivers,  and, 
as  the  grantees  claimed  to  the  river,  gave  rise  to  great  obstacles. 
The  city,  to  avoid  these,  i)ushed  the  Mississippi  riAer  some  hundred 
feet  from  its  old  shore,  so  as  to  form  a  Avharf  large  enough  to  ac- 
commodate the  groAving  commerce  of  the  place.  It  Avas  a  Avork  of 
great  magnitude,  and  of  doubtful  ]»racticability,  yet  it  was  success- 
fully accomj)lished.  He  Avas  chairman  of  the  committee  of  Avater- 
works,  and  aided  in  the  construction  of  that  great  Avork,  though 
then  but  a  miniature  of  the  magnitude  of  the  present  grand  system 
of  AvaterAvorks  of  St.  Louis.  ]Maj.  Dobyns  was  tAvice  elected  by  the 
legislature  as  state  director  of  the  Bank  of  the  State  of  Missouri 
and  served  tAvo  terms  in  that  ])Osition.  He  Avas  appointed  by  the 
legislature  one  of  the  cor])orators  of  the  Boatmen's  Saving  institu- 
tion when  the  directors,  in  order  to  put  the  institution  in  opera- 
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tlon,  liad  each  to  adviuice  a  (-(M-taiii  aniount  to  socnir  the  ])avnieiit 
of  rent  of  ottiee  and  clcik  hire.  This  bank  has  since  become  the 
sti'onjiest  west  of  the  ^Mississi])])!.  In  ])olilics  Maj.  Dolnns  was 
edncated  in  the  school  of  Mr.  Jelt'ei-son,  Mr.  Madison  and  others  of 
tliat  period.  He  took  active  part  in  tlie  contest  that  convnlsed  Iiis 
native  state,  Kentncky,  from  1S18  to  ISJa,  arisin<>-  from  what  was 
then  known  as  the  "Kelief  and  anti-Relief"  and  the  "Old  Tonrt" 
and  "New  Conrt"  qnestions  of  Ihat  da.v. 

AX    OLD-TIMK    ItH  MOCRAT. 

Arrivinji  in  ^lissoni-i  immediately  after  the  election  of  ^Fr.  Adams 
by  the  honse  of  representatives,  1X25,  he  aided  in  the  formal^ion 
of  the  Jackson  or  Democratic  ]»arty  of  Missonri,  with  all  the  old 
Democrats  of  that  day,  sncli  as  Col.  Benton,  (len.  Wm.  H.  Ashley. 
Senator  Lewis  F.  Linn,  Gov.  John  Miller  and  others,  he  had  per- 
sonal and  i»olitical  interconrse,  and  attended  all  the  Democratic 
state  conventions. 

In  188!)  he  was  nominated  by  the  state  convention  as  a  Demo- 
<-ratic  elector  on  the  Van  I>nren  ticket,  in  the  memorable  "log 
cabin  and  hard  cider  campaiyn"  of  1840,  and  was  elected  by  a 
large  majority  over  the  Harrison  and  Tyler  electors.  In  1845  he  was 
appointed,  without  application,  by  President  Polk,  receiver  of  pub- 
lic moneys  of  that  land  of!i<-e  for  the  district  of  Missonri,  and  was 
made  a  disbursing  officer  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  and  while 
holding  this  i)Osition  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  were  received 
and  disbursed. 

In  this  connection  an  incident  may  be  mentioned.  At  the  close 
of  the  four  years,  for  Avhich  he  w^as  appointed,  his  accounts  for 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  large  amounts  which  jtassed 
through  his  hands  were  made  out  in  due  form  and  forwarded  to 
the  secretary  of  the  treasury  and  he  went  out  of  office,  and  turned 
over  to  his  successor,  Richard  15.  Dallam,  the  office  and  all  books 
and  ]ia]?ers.  Some  two  months  afterwards  he  received  an  official 
communication  from  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  informing  him 
that  his  accounts  as  late  receiver  of  public  moneys,  had  "been  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  pro])er  accounting  officer,  who  finds  from 
a  thorough  examination  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  for 
the  four  years  that  you  are  indebted  to  the  government  in  the  sum 
of  ().'>  cents,  which  amount  you  are  hereby  directed  to  deposit  with 
the  assistant  treasurer  in  St.  Louis,  taking  therefor  trij)licate  re- 
cei}>ts.  sending  one  to  his  office,  one  to  the  commissioner  of  the  gen- 
eral land  office,  and  retain  the  other." 

This  was  promptly  complied  with,  and  some  time  after  another 
communication  was  received,  informing  him  that  his  accounts  had 
been  balanced  and  closed,  and  his  bonds  for  .f  150,0(10  had  been  that 
day  cancelled. 

Ills   FIRST    marria(;k. 

Maj.  Dobyns  in  his  first  marriage  was  the  father  of  two  children, 
the  oldest  son,  elames  Milton  Dobyns,  who  died  in  1850.  He  pos- 
sessed a  fine  mind,  and  recei\ed  a  thorough  education,  having  at- 
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tended  Kemper  college  and  Slmi-tleff,  and  completed  his  edncational 
coni'se  at  Princeton  college.  New  Jersey,  where  he  graduated  with 
honor.  Retnrning  home  in  delicate  health  he  songht  to  restore  it 
bv  traveling  in  Mexico  and  other  places,  bnt  it  Avas  nnavailing. 
His  death  was  a  sonrce  of  the  deepest  grief  to  his  parents  and  many 
friends.  Their  second  child.  Mary  E.  Dobyns,  received  a  liberal 
education,  and  is  a  most  attractive  and  accomplished  yonng  lady. 
Maj.  Dobyns  was  married  to  his  second  wife.  Miss  Elizabeth  Y. 
Snmrall  (a  daughter  of  Joseph  K.  Sumrall.  Esq.).  Mayslick,  Mason 
county,  Ky.,  in  1852.  She  is  a.  lady  of  superior  mind  and  educa- 
tion, a  devoted  riiristian  ever  ready  to  engage  in  works  of  benevo- 
lence. Their  only  child.  Joseph  S.  Dobyns,  Avas  born  June  24,  1854, 
and  received  a  full  college  coui-se  of  education  and  graduated  at 
Westminister  college.  Fulton,  Mo.,  then  in  charge  of  Dr.  X.  L. 
Rice,  its  president.  He  is  now  a  practicing  lawyer  of  excellent 
standing  at  the  bar  of  St.  Louis,  where  he  has  resided  since  18TG, 
and  is  meeting  AAitli  a  degree  of  success  in  his  profession,  com- 
mensurate with  his  indomitable  energy  and  perseverance. 

AX  HONEST  POLITICIAN. 

Maj.  Dobyns  belonged  to  that  class  of  politicians  who.  however 
widely  they  may  differ  with  opjionents  in  regard  to  principles,  what- 
ever may  be  their  vie\^■s  respecting  men  and  measures,  are  always 
honest,  and  Avho  ever  have  the  interests  and  the  Avelfare  of  the 
country  at  heart.  He  was  of  that  class  who  believe  it  to  be  the 
duty  of  every  citizen  to  unite  Avith  the  party  whose  principles  he 
thought  to  be  right,  without  Aveighing  its  chances  of  success  or  de- 
feat, and  to  do  all  that  he  could  honorably  and  fairly,  to  aid  in 
achieving  a.  victory  for  it.  Such  men  may  be  considered  "old- 
fashioned"  by  many,  but  still  it  may  be  doubted  by  some  AA'hether 
the  representative  ])olitician  of  the  present  day  is  Aviser  than  the 
founders  of  the  gOAernment,  and  their  immediate  successors.  Eu- 
j'ortunately  for  years  there  liaA'e  been  too  many  Avho  are  Avilling  to 
strive  for  the  success  of  their  party,  regardless  of  the  end  to  be 
attained,  or  the  means  employed  in  achieving  success.  Maj.  Dobyns 
has  often  contributed  articles  on  historical  subjects  to  the  papers. 
He  was  called  upon  by  the  historian.  Prof.  Elthu  H.  Sheppard, 
secretary  of  the  ^lissouri  Historical  Society,  for  a  statement  of 
the  facts  connected  Avith  the  fatal  duel  between  Maj.  Thomas  Biddle 
and  Hon.  Spencer  Pettus.  member  of  congress  from  Missouri,  in 
Avhich  both  parties  fell.  This  account  Avas  furnished  and  tiled  Avitli 
the  important  papers  of  the  Historical  society.  About  the  same 
time  he  Avrote  a  series  of  articles  signed  "Jefferson,"  published  some 
fifteen  years  since  in  the  Fulton  Telegraph.  In  these  articles  he 
gave  the  links  that  form  the  chain  of  title  to  the  Louisiana  terri- 
tory. These  papers  Avere  ju'esented  by  Gen.  Nathan  Ramsey,  jn-esi- 
dent  of  the  ^lissouri  Historical  society,  and  filed  in  the  archives 
of  the  society.  To  the  author  of  these  articles,  in  the  preparation 
of  Avhich  much  care  Avas  exercised  and  a  great  deal  of  investigation 
and  a  close  examination  of  various  authorities  necessary,  the  thanks 
of  the  society  Avere  voted  and  entered  ui)on  its  records. 
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More  i-c'ceiitly  lie  wrote  ;i  series  of  nrlicles  over  the  siunature  of 
"Old  Line  Democrjil."  in  wliieli  he  ^ave  an  acconnt  of  Ihe  forma- 
tion and  workings  of  the  J)enio(ratic  i)arty  of  Missonri  and  a  liis- 
torieal  sketch  of  the  ]»art.v.  and  the  dis(ini;nishe<l  men  who  tij^nred 
as  its  leaders  dnrin<>-  a  jieriod  of  nearly  tifty  years.  An  article 
in  the  Sonthern  Keview  of  .lannary,  IST.'i,  entitled  "The  Canse  of 
the  Dissohition  of  (Jen.  Jackson's  Cabinet,"  was  received  by  him. 
and  the  many  errors  contained  in  that  article  were  exposed,  lie- 
sides  tracin<»"  the  true  canse  of  the  dissohition  of  that  cabinet  back 
to  the  cabinet  of  Monroe,  where  it  had  its  orij^in,  it  also  defended 
Gen.  Jackson  aj^ainst  chariics  made  against  him  of  the  violation  of 
international  law,  in  his  conduct  dnrinii'  the  Seminole  war,  and  ex- 
posed some  statements  of  Mons.  de  Toej»neville,  respectinji  American 
democracy.  A  canstic  i'e\'iew  of  a  i)aijer  read  by  Kev.  Dr.  McCosh, 
president  of  Princeton  college,  New^  Jersey,  was  next  published  by 
liini,  in  Avhich  the  many  errors  contained  in  the  statistical  state- 
ment of  1)1*.  ^IcCosh  were  exposed  and  the  Sonth  defended  against 
the  attacks  of  Northern  writers. 

A   BEAUTIFl'L  TRII'.UTE. 

Upon  the  annoniicement  of  the  death  of  a  danghter  of  Col.  lien- 
ton,  Mrs.  Susan  Virginia  JJenton  Itoileau,  wife  of  Baron  Boileau, 
minister  itlenijiotentiary  of  France  to  l*eru,  Maj.  Dobyus  wrote 
and  })ublished  an  approjjiiate  and  beautiful  tribute  to  her  memory, 
and  that  of  her  distinguished  father.  To  the  Mason  county  Ken- 
tucky Historical  society  he  jiresented  a  ])a])er  in  which  is  given  the 
l)iographical  sketches  of  some  of  the  eminent  citizens  of  St.  Louis, 
Gen.  ^Vm.  H.  Ashley.  Maj.  Richard  Graham  (grandfather  of  Hon. 
K.  Graham  Frost),  and  others,  who  Avere  connected  by  marriage 
with  prominent  families,  in  that  portion  of  Kentucky.  This  ]>aj>er 
which  was  extensively  in  complimentary  terms  noticed  and  re- 
published in  Kentucky  i)apers,  received  the  distinction  of  being  en- 
rolled among  the  archives  of  the  society.  In  a  sketch  containing 
some  reminiscences  of  the  administration  of  Mr.  Madison  during 
the  Avar  of  1S12,  is  given  an  interesting  account  of  the  first  visit 
of  Gen.  Will.  Gampbelle  Breston  to  the  ])residential  mansion.  Avlieii 
about  IS  years  of  age.  The  incidents  connected  Avitli  this  visit, 
his  introduction  to  .Mrs.  Madison  by  the  president,  and  by  her  to 
^liss  Mayo,  afterwards  Mrs.  Gen.  Scott,  and  Miss  Coles,  afterAA^ards 
Mrs.  AndreAV  Stevenson,  for  a  long  time  sjieaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  had  a  rare  touch  of  romance  and  refinement,  and 
are  related  in  excellent  style,  and  in  his  peculiarly  fascinating  Avay. 
In  this  article  he  also  described  another  incident  of  thrilling  in- 
terest, of  the  British  Hag.  captured  by  Commodore  Perry  on  Lake 
Erie  Avhich  Avas  borne  to  Washington  city  by  a  young  lieutenant 
of  the  navy,  and  in  the  east  room  of  the  mansion,  surrounded  by 
cabinet  otticers  and  foreign  ministers.  Avas  iiresented  by  him  to  the 
wife  of  1 'resident  Madison  and  by  her  Avaved  to  the  large  as- 
semblage, as  only  a  ]Mrs.  Madison  could. 

His  article  exposing  the  historical  blunders  of  Campbell's  Ga- 
zette of  Missouri."  and  his  defence  of  Mrs.  (ien.  Jackson,  were  both 
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able  and  interesting  papers.  Shortly  afterwards  he  wrote  a  series 
of  interesting  articles  entitled,  "Keminiseenees  of  St.  Lonis  in  1825," 
giving-  an  acconnt  of  the  chnrches  and  clergy,  the  medical  profes- 
sion, the  bench  and  bar,  and  the  city  government,  the  waterworks 
and  other  city  improvements  in  the  early  part  of  the  century,  and 
an  historical  sketch  of  the  men  and  ])o]itics  of  that  day.  Another 
article  from  his  pen,  entitled  "Kenton  and  Davis,"  a})}ieared  soon 
after,  in  which  he  showed  that  Mr.  Davis  was  wrong  and  .^Ir.  Ben- 
ton was  right,  in  stating  that  the  South  were  the  supporters  of 
the  "Missouri  comj)romise,"  and  that  Senator  Thomas  of  Illinois, 
instead  of  Hon.  Henry  Clay,  was  the  real  author  of  the  "Missouri 
comi)romise,"  as  shown  in  the  record  of  the  votes  in  the  senate.  A 
biograjihic  sketch  of  the  late  Beverly  Tucker  was  next  ])ublished. 
Next  another  of  the  first  deaf  and  dumb  asylum  established  in 
the  Ignited  States,  giving  the  credit  of  the  establishment  of  that 
Institution  to  Hon.  Amos — 

THE  ASHBURTON   AXD  WEBSTER  TREATY. 

The  next  articles  of  his  were  two  upon  the  Ashburton  and 
Webster  treaty  of  1812,  in  which  he  shows  the  great  injustice  done 
to  the  Ignited  States  in  the  abrogation  of  the  treaty  line  as  fixed 
in  the  treaty  of  peace  of  1788,  on  which  much  labor  was  bestowed, 
in  the  careful  research  to  show  the  geogra])hica]  lines  and  historic 
facts  connected  with  the  negotiation.  He  wrote  a  caustic  review 
of  "Gath's"  (Alfred  Townsend's)  lecture  in  St.  Louis  u])on  the 
great  men  of  the  rejiublic,  in  which  he  defended  Mr.  Jefferson,  ^Ir. 
Hamilton,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Madison,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Monroe,  against  the 
slurs  cast  u])on  their  fair  names.  He  has  more  recently  written  a 
beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory  of  his  old  friend,  the  late  Judge 
^[ontgomery  Blair.  It  is  not  often  there  is  one  in  whose  character 
are  combined  more  of  the  elements  of  a  true  man;  no  one  more 
courteous  in  his  demeanor,  or  more  observant  of  the  rules  of  polite- 
ness, nor  Avas  any  man  less  disposed  to  give  countenance  to  any- 
thing that  even  bore  the  appearance  of  wrong.  Fearless  in  advo- 
cating what  was  right  and  in  denouncing  error  or  corruption,  he 
was  ever  true  and  devoted  to  his  friends;  a  consistent  member  of 
the  church,  and  took  a  lively  interest  in  all  that  concerned  its 
prosjferity.  and  also  of  the  educational  institutions  connected  with 
it.  His  advice  was  often  sought  by  the  leading  men,  and  his  in- 
rtuence  was  strong,  Avhen  he  chose  to  exert  it,  in  favor  of  or  in 
opposition  to  any  measure. 

In  July,  1876,  in  the  Democratic  state  convention  called  to  nomi- 
nate candidates  for  governor  and  other  state  officers,  a  motion  was 
made  and  carried,  inviting  him  to  a  seat  as  an  honorary  member 
of  the  convention.  This  was  a  high  Inuior,  conferred  upon  a  veteran 
Democrat  Avho  had  long  and  faithfully  borne  the  heat  and  burden 
of  ])olitical  cam]>aigns;  and  the  incident  i)roved  that  the  younger 
Democracy  are  slow  to  forget  those  who  have  grown  old  in  the 
service  of  their  counti'y  and  party,  and  that  the  friends  and  co- 
lal.'orers  of  sm  h  eminent  men  as  Benton,  Blair,  ]*ettus,  Ashley  and 
Linn  are  still    res])ected  and   Inmored.     ^laj.   Doltyns  being  called 
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upon.  \v;is  (•ondiictcd  to  llic  spcakci's  slniid  iiiiiid  loud  a])}d;ms!'  and 
(lelivert'd  a  hv'wW  but  ai>i)roinial('  addicss  to  tlw  convention. 

At  the  nieetin<i-  of  tlic  Dcniocral  ic  si  ale  convention  four  years 
afterwards,  lie  was  aji'ain  invited  h.v  resolution  of  llie  body  to  a 
seat  as  an  honorary  niend»er.  beinii  inlioduced  to  the  convention  by 
ex  (lovernor  ('has.  P.  .Johnson.  He  addressed  the  honorable  body, 
eougratulatin«>'  them  in  view  of  the  fact  of  the  noble  material  out 
of  which  they  were  about  to  select  a  standard  bearer  for  <>overnor 
and  other  state  ofticers,  for  the  coniini;'  contest.  He  retired  amid 
{ireat  ajijdause.  ^^'hen,  in  the  beminninu,'  of  the  jtresidential  cam- 
|iai<in  in  187(5,  a  Tilden  and  Hendricks  club  was  formed  in  Fulton, 
Maj.  Dobyns,  on  account  of  his  a,ue,  his  diiiuitied  beaiin;^  and  threat 
experience  in  ])olitical  mMlt;M-s.  v\'as  elerted  ]»residcnt.  a  position 
he  tilled  to  the  entire  s;it isfaction  in  every  resjiect  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  this  club,  which  soon  i^rew  to  be  a  larjie  and  inlluential 
body. 

VIOOROfS    IX    :\IIXI)   AND   BODY. 

Althouj^h  ^laj.  Dobyns  reached  his  84th  year,  he  was  as  vigorous 
in  mind  and  body  as  most  men  who  are  much  yonnjicr,  which  is 
evidence  that  he  had  a  remarkably  fine  constitution,  and  that  he 
had  led  a  prudent  and  temjterate  life.  He  was  re<>ular  in  his 
habits,  of  a  lively  and  cheerfnl  dis})osition,  and  took  dee])  interest 
in  all  matters  of  imjiortance,  Avhether  relating  to  political,  religions 
or  social  attairs.  A  warm  friend  of  the  young — he  took  delight  in 
conversing  with,  encouraging  and  instructing  them,  and  whenever 
he  discovered  evidence  of  more  than  ordinary  ability  in  any  young 
man  he  never  failed  to  recognize  it;  nor  did  he  lose  an  o]»p<ntunity 
to  assist  in  develoi)ing  talents,  which  too  many  would  ])refer  to  hide 
or  criT)ple. 

Maj.  Dobyns'  views  of  the  nature  and  genius  of  the  government 
he  inherited  from  the  revolutionary  fathers,  who  forced  the  English 
government  to  recognize  in  the  treaty  of  jieace  of  178;},  which  closed 
the  revolutionary  war,  the  independence  and  sovereignty  of  the 
revolted  states  and  colonies,  and  for  the  advocacy  of  these  prin- 
ciples held  so  sacred  he  was,  in  the  madness  of  revolution,  banished 
from  his  home,  an  exile  on  account  of  his  ])olitical  opinions,  leaving 
a  home  of  refinement  and  of  happiness,  where  nothing  was  wanting 
that  could  contribute  to  the  comfort  or  happiness  of  its  owner, 
and  dwelling  for  many  years  among  strangers. 

An  am]»le  fortune,  the  fruits  of  numy  years  of  toil  and  careful, 
honest  thrift,  vanished  from  its  possessor  because  he  would  not  for- 
sake the  cause  which  he  believed  to  be  right.  One  may  well  con- 
clude that  the  man.  who.  advanced  in  years,  stood  thus  tirndy 
and  endured  these  inflictions  had  some  regard  for  his  conscientious 
convictions  and  posses.«ed  no  ordinary  degree  of  fortitude. 

The  first  two  children  of  the  next  generation  were  the  son  and 
daughter  of  Edwaid  Dobyns  and  Anna  Wise.  Joseph  S.  Dobyns 
was  the  only  child  of  i:iizabeth  Sumrall  Dobyns,  second  wife  of 
lOdward  Dobvns.

The  death  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Dobyns  a  few  days  ago,  in  Galveston, 
Tex.,  serves  as  a  sad  reminder  to  older  citizens  of  St.  Lonis  of  the 
stii'ring  times  of  the  civil  war,  dnring  which  she  Avas  the  center  of 
a  sensational  episode  which  had  lasting  intlnence  on  her  throngh- 
ont  her  life.  The  remains  of  Miss  Dobyns  were  bronght  to  St. 
Lonis.  and  in  tlie  })resence  of  many  old  and  distingnished  friends 
laid  to  I'est  in  the  family  lot  in  liellefontaine  cemetery.  Among 
those  jiresent  on  this  occasion  was  Kev.  William  Dobyns  of  St. 
Jose})!!,  ^lo.,  a  relative  of  the  family. 

^liss  Mary  E.  Dobyns  was  the  danghter  of  Maj.  Edward  Dobyns. 
who  came  to  St.  Lonis  from  Lexington,  Ky.,  when  it  was  a  small 
French  town.  He  became  prominent  and  wealthy  here,  and  his 
mansion  at  Twelfth  and  IJrooklyn  Streets,  together  with  the  spaci- 
ons  gronnds  snrronnding  it,  formed  a  striking  featnre  of  early  St. 
Lonis.  Many  facts  concerning  ]Miss  Dobyns  are  related  by  Mrs. 
W.  O.  Gibson,  who  was  a  consin,  her  mother  being  a  sister  of 
Maj.  Dobyns.  Abont  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war.  Miss  Dobyns, 
knoAvn  by  her  friends  as  Molly,  was  the  recognized  belle  of  St. 
Lonis,  her  beauty  and  accomplishments  making  her  universally 
]tO])nlar. 

BANISHED   FROM    ST.    LOUIS. 

One  of  the  tragedies  of  the  war  was  the  killing  of  Col.  John  M. 
Wimer,  formerly  mayor  of  St.  Louis,  who  had  gone  into  the  con- 
federate army.  His  remains  were  bronght  to  St.  Louis  and  taken 
to  the  home  in  North  St.  Louis.  An  immense  concourse  of  people 
assembled  for  the  funeral,  and  as  the  feeling  in  the  city  ran  high 
at  that  time  it  was  considered  advisable  by  the  provost  marshal 
in  charge  of  the  federal  district  to  dis])erse  the  crowds  and  enforce 
a  quiet  interment  of  the  body.  Col.  Wimer  was  an  uncle  of  Miss 
Dobyns,  and  she,  being  present  on  the  occasion,  and  an  ardent 
southern  sympathizer,  expressed  herself  so  forcibly  that  she  was 
arrested.  Subse<juently  she  was  ordered  away  and  eventually  sent 
to  Toronto.  Canada,  where  she  spent  several  years.  The  feeling 
engendered  by  these  events  Avas  such  that  the  Dobyns  family  were 
never  content  in  St.  Louis  again.  Maj.  Dobyns  went  to  Kentucky, 
afterwards  to  Mexico,  ^lo.,  where  he  died.  He  Avas  buried  in 
F.ellefontaine,  Avhere  liis  daughter  also  now  rests.  Miss  Mary,  al- 
though periodically  visiting  St,  Lonis,  has  spent  her  life  aAvay  from 
here.  She  lived  four  years  in  Portland,  Ore.,  going  from  there  to 
California,  thence  to  Galveston,  Avhere  she  died.

He  travelled  by  stage  from  Xew  York 
across  the  Alleghanies  to  the  Ohio  River  and  down  by  tiat  boat  to 
Cincinnati,  arriving  at  the  Deuison  Hotel,  at  that  time  the  only 
hotel  in  the  place.  His  nncle,  l*eter  Gibson,  was  one  of  the  most 
suceessfnl  mechanics  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  and  at  his  death 
was  rated  a  mnlti-millionaire.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Gibson 
house  in  that  city,  besides  a  number  of  handsome  and  substantial 
buildings  which  ornament  that  ])lace.  ^Ir.

Louis.  Landed  on  May  4.  She  broke  her  rudder  on  the  trip  and 
the  caj)tain  hired  a  New  Orleans  ])acket  to  take  her  back  to  St. 
Louis  for  re})airs  at  a  cost  of  |500.  Then  again  started  up  the 
river  and  landed  after  a  week's  voyage  in  Hannibal,  when  it  was 
a  small  landing.  His  brother,  the  late  Judge  AVashington  Pierce, 
of  A\'aco,  Texas,  and  his  brother-in-law,  L.  <\  Dobyns,  were  with 
him.  and  they  built  a  house  on  an  island  near  the  mouth  of  Pear 
Creek,  which  has  since  disap[ieared.  At  that  time  Hannibal  was  a 
small  landing,  the  Ixxuning,  coming  town.  He  Avas  called  out  to 
jjrotect  the  border  of  the  state  from  Indians,  and  also  to  settle 
the  dis])ute  of  the  boundary  line  between  Iowa  and  Missouri;  also 
the  Mormon  war.  Flis  business  life  was  connected  with  the  his- 
tory of  Hannibal  for  a  half  century,  being  almost  a  fixture  on 
^Liin  street;  had  charge  <tf  the  shijijting  dejiartment  of  the  whole- 
sale house  of  the  late  T.  K.  Selnis  for  twenty  years.  In  later  years, 
in  the  grocery  btisiness  with  his  son,  E.  H.  Pierce,  since  the  late 
<Mvil  War:  closed  out  in  1808  ami  retired  from  business.  In  1837, 
he  with  his  \vif<'  united  with  the  Methodist  church  of  this  city 
under  the  ])astorate  of  Rev.  Jamison,  and  was  the  oldest  member 
of  the  chuiM-h  living.  He  helped  to  organize  the  church  in  the 
"School  House  on  the  Sipiare,"  when  all  d<Miominations  took  their 
turns  every  Sabbath.  lie  was  known  by  all  early  settlers  in  Marion, 
Sludby,  Moni-oe  and  lialls  counties,  of  this  state.

Pleasant,  Iowa.  Then  conducted  a  private  academy  in  Farming- 
ton  for  three  years.  He  followed  the  profession  of  teaching  for 
25  years,  and  numbered  among  his  jjiipils  some  of  the  most  promi- 
nent men  in  the  state  of  Towa,  among  others  ex-Governor  Drake, 
who  obtained  all  his  education  under  Mr.  Dobyns'  tuition. 

He  entered  the  service  of  the  Towa  State  Insurance  Co.,  of 
Keokuk,  Ta.,  in  180(5,  being  its  tirst  general  agent.  His  territory 
was  the  40  southern  counties  of  the  state,  and  he  often  walked 
from  one  county  seat  to  the  other,  when  as  yet  no  roads  were  made. 
Owing  to  his  advaucetl  age  and  infirmities  he  severed  his  connec- 
tion with  the  company  in  1881)  to  the  regret  of  all  connected  with 
the  institution.  Since  his  retirement  he  has,  with  the  assistance 
of  his  daughter,  Mary  E.  Dobyns,  done  a  small  local  business. 
The  deceas(Ml  was  one  of  the  best  known  men  in  the  city.  He 
was  very  active  in  the  ]»ursuit  of  his  l)usiness,  and  this  same 
activity  and  zeal  characterized  his  life  in  all  his  walks.  He  took 
a  keen  interest  in  public  affairs,  and  through  close  and  constant 
reading  he  acquired  a.  large  acquaintance  with  state  and  national 
affairs,  and  his  personal  acquaintance  Avitli  ]»ublic  men  almost 
ecpialled  his  knowledge  of  events.  He  was  a  life-long  Re|»ublican, 
voting  tirst  for  I'resident  Harrison,  of  Ti]»i)ecanoe  fame,  and  he 
continued  active  in  ])oIitics  u]>  to  the  time  of  his  last  illness.  He 
Avas  a  ^h'thodist  from  his  early  youth  ;  a  devout  worshii»ijer.  He 
was  a  good  man,  beloved  by  his  family  and  his  legion  of  friends 
and  respected  and  honored  by  all. 

He  will  be  missed  in  the  community  as  avcII  as  in  the  home  and 
liis  death  causes  general   regret.
